TIPS SENT TO THE SYNDICATE 


The Fractions in Morgan’s Bid Shew 


That a Change Was made 
at Washington.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 10.—In spite 

of the Government’s exertions to cover up 

the facts in the great bond scandal, the 


secrets of the conspiracy are slowly emerg- | 


ing into view. It is now known that on Tues- 
day night tips were wired to bankers in 
New York, apparently on the strength of in- 
formation as to prices which leaked out from 
the Treasury Department. Mr. Carlisle has 
issued orders intended to prevent investiga- 
tion. His subordmates even refuse to allow 
an inspection of the handwriting of the Mor- 
gan and Stewart bids. Comptroller Eckels 
has quibbled about the color of the ink on 
the Morgan bid, but it is a fact that the 
fractions were written in after Mr. Morgan 
came to Washington, and the figures show 
two shades of black. Mr. Morgan waited un- 
1 the last ten minutes before the bidding 
closed. He was careful to delay his offer. 
for the bonds until after the Stewart bid 


had been delivered. It may require an in- 
vestigation by Congress to get at the bottom 
of the mysvery, but the facts are bound to 
come out. 

It appears that the gold ring actually 
threatened the President iff a telegraphic 
message. Mr. Cleveland, Mr. Morgan and Mr. 
Carlisle have concealed the fact, but conceal- 
ment is no longer possible. 

Just before Mr. Morgan came to Wash- 
ington to arrange for another secret ‘bar- 
gain with the Government on the ternis of 
the extraordinary contract of last Feb- 
ruary, the banker and his friends signed a 
telegram o Mr. Cleveland, declaring that 
there was no chance of getting gold in Bu- 
rope. The message went on to say that the 
syndicate was in a position to secure gold in 
this country, but that, unless the contract 
was closed without delay, even this oppor- 
tunity would be lost. In other words, the 
Government of the United States was threat- 
ened with bankruptcy. 

It was after sending this audacious com- 
munication that -Mr. n met Secre- 
tary Carlisle privately at Secretary La- 
monYs house, in company with Mr. Cleve- 
land’s former law partner, Mr. Stetson. Then 
he organized the gold ring and cornered“ 
200.000.000 of gold, announcing in his circular 
that the bargain with the Government was 
to be “about upon the basis of the contract 
of Feb. 8. 1895,“ which was more than $7 
000,000 léss than the sum realized by compe- 
tition after public opinion forced the Admin- 
istration to abandon its private arrange- 
ment with the Wall street dictator.

Although oc- 
cupying the big twenty-room mansion they 
lived in a basement room. 

(chase was a blacksmith in his early days, 
and for twenty-five years he has looked as 
if he had just come from the forge. He was 
seen about town almost every pe 4 with his 
basket, gathering cheap morsels of food. The 
mansion has had its shutters closed for sev- 
eral years, and the place looked as if its oc- 
cupants were on a long journey abroad. 

A frightful condition of things was found 
when an investigation was made. The place 
looked like a s*orehouse. Everything was 
in heaps and costly carpets were laid away 
in rolls. In twenty years the couple have not 
enjoyed a luxury. At night it has been Mrs. 
Chase’s custom to walk the floor with meas- 
ured steps and dramatically recite Shaks- 
peare. People called the Chases crazy, and 
a relative finally had an inquiry made. Dr.

The Men of Greencastle Make a 
Pledge Near Her Tomb. 


A SCENE IN THE - VAULT, 


The Mother Swooned at Sight of the 
Headless Corpse and the Father 
Was Nearly Overceme. 


CHICAGO, III., Feb. 10.—A dispatch from 


Greencastle, Ind., says: 
The headless body of Péarl Bryan, who 


was so brutally murdered either at Cincin- 
nati or near Fort Thomas, „Was brought 
to Greencastle Saturday night and at once 
deposited in a vault. hen the news of its 
arrival spread over the city hundreds of 
people went to the cemetery Sunday, and 
or several hours there was a large crowd 
around the door of the vault gazing at the 
casket through the iron grating of the door. 

In the forenoon Mr. and Mrs. Bryan, 
father and mother of the murdered girl. 
and her sisters and brothers visited the 
cemetery and entered the vault. Mrs., 
Bryan was so overcome by the sad specta- 
cle of the headless trunk of her daughter 
that she swooned in the vault and the father 
Was nearly overcome in a similar manner. 

While the relatives were in the vault 
there was a meeting of the young and mid- 
die-aged men of the city some distance 
away. It was said later that twenty-five 
or thirty of these pledged themselves to 
each other to avenge the girl’s death if the 
murderers were not hanged by the law. 

The organization thus formed is said to be 
regarded simply as the nucleus of the larger 
one which will take the law into its own 
hands if Jackson and Walling escape the 
extreme penalty in the courts. 


DID PEARL KILL HERSELF? 


Miss Hollingsworth of Indianapolis 
Implicated in the Case.

In it was a bloody handkerchief and 
a big stone to keep it from being blown 
away. It was found in an angle between 
the Fort Tomas Electric Railway and the 
Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad, near their 
intersection southeast of Newport, Ky. 

The finding of the hat weakens the theory 
that a cab was used to take the murderers 
and their victim to Fort Thomas. It looks 
as if they went by the electric railway to 
Fort Thomas.

CONGRESSMAN CRAIN. 


Death of the Representative of the 
Eleventh Texas District. 


WASHINGTON, Feb..10.—Wm. H. Crain, 
Representative from the Eleventh District 


of Texas, and a member of that body since 
the Forty-ninth Congress, died at his home 
here at 4 o’clock this morning. 

‘Mr. Crain was born at Galveston, Novem- 
ber 25, 1848. He graduated at St. Francis 
Xavier College in New York City on July 1, 
1867, and received the degree of A. M. several 
years afterwards. He studied law in the 
office of Stockdale & Proctor at Indianola, 
Tex., and was admitted to practice in Feb- 
ruary, 1871. He has practiced law since 
that time. In November, 1872, he was elect- 
ed as the Democratic candidate for District 
Attorney of the Twenty-third Judielal Dis- 
trict of Texas and was elected a State Sen- 
ator on the Democratic ticket in February, 
1876. He has occupied a seat in the past 
six Congresses, beginning with the Forty- 
ninth, and being successively re-elected to 
the Fiftieth, Fifty-first, Fifty-second, Fifty- 
third and Fifty-fourth.

A DANGEROUS BILL. 


It is evident that the Uthoff bill for the 
uniform taxation of street railways is 
not in the proper form to be made a law. 

It is not at all certain that the bill 
is favorable to the city and that it does 
not grant privileges to the companies 
which are inimical to the public welfare. 
Some of its provisions are ambiguous 
and may give rise to troubles and abuses. 
The fairness of the percentage of taxa- 
tion is open to question. The fact that 
a number of street railway managers 
favor the measure and the avowed friend- 
liness of its author,to street railways 
afford ground for suspicion that the bill 
is dangerous. 

The Post-Dispatch adheres to the opin- 
ion that the right way to prepare a meas- 
ure of this kind is to have a thorough 
investigation of the subject by a compe- 
tent commission. The Municipal Assem- 
bly should ascertain the extent of its 
powers to legislate with regard to the 
Street railway companies and the facts 
with regard to the capitalization, cost 
and earnings of the roads. On the basis 
of this information a bill should be 
carefully drawn up which will provide 
a fair rental and will contain no am- 
biguities for future complications. 

The subject is one of great importance, 
requiring careful thought and accurate 
knowledge. The Uthoff bill has served 
@ good purpose by bringing the subject 
up for consideration and discussion. But 
it is too ambiguous and has been pre- 
pared too hastily to be adopted in its 
present form.

AID FOR STATE UNIVERSITIES. 


The Missouri delegation should give 
united and vigorous support to the bill 
now pending in both houses of Congress 
to give the Missouri University 24,590 
acres of land to reimburse it for loss 
caused by the action of the Federal Gov- 
ernment. The equity of the measure is 
not questioned and it has received the 
indorsement of the officials of the Land 
Office. It embodies an act of justice to 
the University which will be most bene- 
ficial to its interests. 9 

Two other measures are pending in 
Congress bearing on the educational in- 
terests of all the States and directly 
affecting the Missouri University. One 
is a bill providing for an equitable ad- 
justment of grants of land to the several 
States of the Union for universities. 
The bill was drafted by the National 
Association of State Universities and is 
a fair measure of relief and aid to State 
institutions of learning. It reduces the

Dr. Hines did not see or hear of 
another American while he was with the 
insurgents, as the climate is such that no 
American could campaign with the insurg- 
ents and live. 

The Spanish hospital at Havana now has 
nearly 100 yellow fever victims and the 
season is only begun. None will get well. 
Shortly after a victim contracts it he be- 
gine to curl up like a withered leaf and as 
soon as his head and feet touch he dies.

ROENTGEN RAYS PHOTOS. 


New York Presbyterian Hospital Will 
Take Them. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—To the surgeons 
of the Presbyterian Hospital will fall the 
honor of being the first medical men in 
the city to use Prof. Roentgen’s cathode 
rays in the treatment of cases of broken 


bones and lost bullets. For several years 
Dr. George W. Stevens, an enthusiastic 
member of the Camera Club, has been en- 
gaged by the hospital to make photographs 
of difficult and interesting surgical. cases 
that the hospital physicians desired to pre- 
serve. Saturday the physicians called up- 
on Dr. Stevens to make an investigation 
of the use of the new light and report as 
soon as possible the benefits to be derived 
and the cost of equipping the hospital with 
a plant necessary for the work. It is pro- 
posed to supply a plant of such practical 
value that it can be used to locate frac- 
tures of bones and bullets or any other for- 
eign substance that may be in the body. 

rof. Michael I. Pupin of Columbia Col- 
lege, who has been making a number of ex- 
periments with cathode rays, said yester- 
day: Unless we are able to get a stronger 
light from the Crookes tubes that we are 
now using, I do not see how we shall im- 
prove much. Nobody but Roentgen has 
been able to satisfactorily photograph a 
hand so that nothing but the bones showed. 
In the 8 obtained by myself and 
others here, we show the flesh of the hand 
almost as plainly as we show the skeleton.
